SUBJECT: Authorize execution of a construction contract with BARECKY CONSTRUCTION
COMPANY, Wimberley, TX, for the Hornsby Bend Biosolids Management Plant (BMP) Administration
Building Reroof, Interior Improvements and Mold Remediation Project in the amount of $509,101 (Base
Bid plus Alternate No. 1 for $200), plus a $50,901.10 contingency, fora total contract amount not to
exceed $560,002.10.

Year 2004-2005 Capital Budget of the Austin Water Utility.

The Hornsby Bend Biosolids Management Plant (BMP) Administration Building is located at 2210 South
FM. 973, Austin, Texas. In 2003, a roofing evaluation consultant prepared a report that established that the
BMP Administration Building has a fifteen (15) year old roof in very poor condition and recommended
that the roof be replaced. In the last few years, the aged roof has shown progressively significant increases
in leaking, causing damage to the building structure and interior finishes. The intrusion of moisture has
also fostered the growth of mold inside the building.

Approval of the construction contract will allow for repairs to the building envelope including the
replacement of the approximately 13,707 square feet of roof, replacement of clearstory windows, stone
veneer repairs, remediation of mold, and repair of interior materials and finishes.

Due to the potential for hidden conditions, such as significant presence of mold, which could not be
ascertained without destructive investigation in certain portions of the building prior to bidding, a 10%
contingency in funding has been included. This will allow for the expeditious processing of any future
change orders.

The contract allows one hundred and eighty (180) calendar days for completion of this project.

Bid documents were distributed to four (4) general contractors. Bids were opened on November 10,
2004. The low bidder, Barecky Construction Company, submitted the lower of two C2) bids received.
Accepted bids include Base Bid plus Alternate Bid #1, to repair 50 square yards of vinyl wall covering:
